{AP)—A United Air Lines Main- 
liner smashed into Crystal moun- 


tain early today, killing all 50 
persons aboard, including seven 


children. 

A search party reached the 
scene just before dark tonight 
and reported by radio there “is 
no sign of life.” 

The plane, Flight 610 from San 
Francisco to Chicago, was mak- 
ing its first trip after a 10-day 
pilot strike. It struck a ridge 18 
miles west of here, cut a long 
swath through spruce _ trees, 
skipped a low area, and broke up 
half a mile farther on, scorching 
a huge patch in the pines. 

Parts Still Smoldering. 


Parts still were smoldering 
when searchers reached the site. 
A piece of fuselage about 20 feet 
long and part of the tall section 
were the iurgest pieces of the 
shattered plane. 

The wreckage was at 8600 feet 
elevation. That was just 100 feet 
higher than when the plane made 
its last, routine report at 1:56 a.m. 
as it headed south from nne 
for a scheduled landing at ver 
24 minutes later. 

It was 11 hours before 
searchers found the wreckage, in 
the mountains northeast of Rocky 
Mountain National Park and west 
of a straight line between Chey- 
enne and Denver. 

State Patrol headquarters said 
the ground searchers who reached 
the scené decided to move noth- 
ing, including the bodies, until 
morning. That was to allow a 
chance for investigators to reach 
the area. Moreover, a solid line 
of cars ¢ iven by curiosity seekers 
had blocked the muddy, one-way 
logging road leading to within a 
mile of the wreckage. 

Test Pilot Sights Wreckage. 

The wreckage was first sighted 
by Ralph Johnson, Wyoming 
and a 
former United Air Lines test 
piiot. 

“Apparently no one suffered, it 
happened so fast,” Johnson said. 

The search from the air had 
been handicapped in the high 
country by overcast weather most 
of the day. 

The hunt by 45 planes had 
been concentrated at first on the 
Chase along the normal Denver- 
Cheyenne route.

BUILDING PERMITS 
HERE OFF $12,000,000 
FIRST HALF OF 1951 


Government restrictions on 
building materials and credit 
brought a drop of more than 
$12,000,000 in volume of St. 
Louis construction authorized in 
the first six months of 1951, the 
city building commissioner’s of- 
fice reported yesterday. 

Statistician William C. Dale an- 
nounced that 3073 permits calling 
for $22,100,142 in construction 
were issued in the first half of 


period of 1950, there were 3713 
permits for work to cost $34,353,- 
527, the largest six-month dollar 
volume. in the city’s histroy. 

Of this year’s permits, 1648 au- | 
thorized new buildings to cost 
$17,180,816 and 1425 were for al- 
teratiens involving outlays total- 
ing $4,919,326. The new building 
volume included $6,666,600 for 
residential construction. With per- 
mits authorizing construction of 
840 dwelling units. and demolition 
of 293 units, the net gain was 
547. In the first half of 1950 the 
gain in dwelling units was 2242. 
In the month just ended, 557 
permits were issued for $2,551,089 
in construction, compared to 739 
permits for a volume of $3,880,- 
998 in June 1950. New dwelling 
units authorized outnumber those 
to be wrecked by 67; in June 1950 
the net gain was 134..

General wage regulation eight, 
issued under the defense produc- 
tion act, was due to expire at mid- 
night Saturday. It froze most 
wages, except for increases ap- 
proved by the board. 

Johnston sent a letter to Chair- 
man George W. Taylor of the 
Wage Stabilization Board extend- 
ing regulation eight for another 
month so the board could con- 
tinue its review of wage adjust- 
ments and living costs. 

The President’s signature was 
affixed to the extension bill just 
eight * hours before his ‘control 
powers were due to expire alto- 
gether, at midnight.

M-4 Plans Further Advanced. 

Another project, known as M-4 
and calling for 1740 units for 
Negroes, is further advanced and 
construction is expected to begin 


this fall. Plans for a third project, 
M-6, with 1668 units, have been 
submitted to the federal Public 
Housing Administration for ap- 
proval. 


M-5 will occupy an area bound- 
ed by Jefferson and Cass avenyes, 
Twenty-first. and Dickson streets. 


About 50 per cent of the prop- 
erty in the area is under options, 
which will be exercised soon so 
that purchase can be made from 
present owners, the St. 
Housing Authority announced. 


“The Authority contemplates 
littie or -no “ggenany: n pro-| 
ceedings and looking forward. 
to the acqu of all of the. 
property in area before the 
end-of this year,” the announce- 
ment said. 

Aid for Present Tenants, . | 

The Authority’s relocation staff 
will assist present tenants in find- 
ing new quarters. Demolition of 
existing structures is. planned as 
soon as possible to permit an 
early start on construction. 


Gerard B. Cleary, executive di- 
rector of the local Housing “Av- 
thority, explained the President's 
approval was the last necessary 
step prior to construction unless 
Congress should decide to restrict 
federal aid for housing projects. 


The project had to be submitted 
to the President because the in- 
dicated cost exceeded the limit 
subject. to PHA officials’ own 
action. 


Under a PHA contract with the

Matthew B. Ridgway by Wash- 
ington authorities in connection 
with bis call last night for truce 
talks with representatives of the 
Communist command. 

Indications are that truce terms 
are somewhat flexible. The most 
important point for any negotia- 
tions is understood to be the 
question of observation of forces 
by a United Nations commission. 
American officials say such a 
watch is an absolute necessity to 
guard against truce violations. 

The present battle line runs 
roughly from a base position 
south of the Thirty-eighth paral- 
lel, north of Seoul, on a slant 
across the parallel and then 
roughly eastward to Kansong on 
the east coast. 

American officials consider this 
a sounder position than could be 
established by lineup of the forces 
on either side of the parallel. 
For one thing, it is a shorter line 
tham the latitude parallel due to 
the. westward outjutting of the 
Yellow sea coast north of Seoul. 

Among the contemplated terms 
is provision for creation of a 20- 
mile-wide buffer zone. This would 
involve some movement of forces 
away from present positions on 
either side. 

United Press said it learned 
that the United States and its 
U. N. allies had a seven-point 
plan to present if the North Ko- 
reans agree to meet Ridgway’s 
representative. The 16 U.N. allies 
with troops in Korea authorized 
these peace terms, the dispatch 
said: 

1. Enforcement of a cease-fire 
throughout Korea under condi- 
tions guaranteeing security of 
both the Communist and U 
commands. 

2. Establishment of a 20-mile 
deep buffer zone from just south 
of the Thirty-eighth parallel on 
the west to a point 15 miles north 
on the east; this roughly parallels 
the present battle line.

The United States 
Weather Bureau at St. Louis fore- 
cast a crest of 36 feet by 8 a.m.

On the other side of the river 
in St. Louis county, flood waters 
overran large parts of the Co- 
lumbia Bottoms and Vigus areas, 
cutting roads and causing crop 
and property damage. 

Farmers in the Cul de Sac 
region north of St. Charles spent 
Friday night and last night trying 
to salvage their wheat crop with 
combines. As they did so, a levee 
at Defiance, south of the city, 
gave way and forced about 15 
families to evacuate. 

Helmuth Dallmeyer, disaster 
chairman for the American Red 
Cross at St. Charles, made an ‘in- 
spection tour yesterday with Lt. 
Cmdr. Leslie G, Haverland, oper- 
ations officer for the Second 
Coast Guard district here. 

Dallmeyer named two critical 
points—one three miles north of 
St. Charles where the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas railroad embank- 
ment forms the levee and the 
other six miles downriver. In 
places, he said, the swirling 
waters were within a foot of the 
top and at others they were “boil- 
ing through” weak points in the 
earthworks.

None but an expert in 
art and decoration could begin to 
describe the elaborate riches of 
the rooms which lead to the of- 
fice of the president and the state 
banquet hall, where stand great 
cabinets full of crystal ware and 
services of silver and gold. 

A feature of the National Pal- 
ace is the mural by Diego Rivera 
which delineates the history of 
Mexico.

The National Museum was 
founded by Maximilian, ill-starred 
Austrian, who, with French aid, 
ruled Mexico as its emperor from 
1864 until his execution three 
years later.

May’s Contract 
Awards Hit New 
High in Building 


NEW YORK—May’s construc- 
tion contract awards reached by 
far the highest total of any month 
in history in the 37 states east 
of the Rockies, the F. W. Dodge 
Corporation, construction news 
and marketing specialists, re- 
ports. 

This almost automatically means 
a new high for the 48 states, ac- 
cording to Dodge, becausé the 
May figure of $2,572,961,000 was 
so far above the previous high of 
last August’s $1,548,876,000. 

Because the Dodge construc- 
tion news staff blankets the 37 
states, their totals are closely 
witched by the construction and 


1 allied industries. Because they do 


not do this intensive field-cover- 
age job in the 11 Western states 


they announce no totals for the 
48 states. In this case, however, 
Dodge points out that even®%had 
the 11 states had no construction 
awards whatsoever during May 
the $2.5 billion figure would in- 
dicate almost certainly a record 
breaker for the nation, for con- 
tract awards. 

The May record was so em- 
phatically a new high largely be- 
cause of $980,000,000 in three 
atomic projects. But even without 
them a new high would have been 
set at $44,085,000 over last Au- 
gust, due chiefly to non-residen- 
tial contracts aiding the defense 
drive. 

Dodge records which go back 
through 1925 for the 37 states 


{and back 60 years for lesser areas, 


show that May’s $2.5 billion -was 
more than twice the total for the 
entire year ef 1933; and far ex- 
ceeded the yearly totals. for the 
ee years 1932 through 
1935.

Husch says. e uses sage in 
cooking, and so fond of pars- 
ley that she tected one bed 
with a plastic’ covering which 
kept the plants growing through 
the winter. Several kinds of mint 
do not differ much in flavor. The 
handsome frosty mint has deco- 
rative foliage, and leaves of curly 
mint look as though they had 
been crim in a curling iron. 
Mrs. Husch has devoted one 
bed to a éodllection of scented 
geraniums which includes about 
25 varieties. One of her special 
favorites is the coconut-scented 
geranium. 
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“Take a leaf of this one,” she 
said, crushing the leaf between 
her fingers. “If you didn’t know 
what you had in your hand you 
would swear that it was a coconut. 
Others have the fragrance of pep- 
permint, or of fruits, such as 
limes. The Apple geranium has 
a heavenly odor.” 

Most of these herb geraniums 
have delicate blossoms which are 
much smaller than those of oth- 
er types of geraniums, Midget 
blooms of the Apple geranium 
are about the size of the flowers 
of baby’s breath. Crispum has 
rather showy orchid blooms. 
Flowers of the lime geranium are 
a bright, rosy-red. Some of these 
interesting plants have varigated 
foliage. Snow-on-the-mountain and 
the sweet-scented snowflak ger- 
anium both have leaves marked 
with white. 

Herbs grow so luxuriantly in 
this sunny garden that they are 
usually full and buxum by mid- 
summer. Pineapple sage becomes 
so large that it is almost a shrub. 
At the end of the season annuals 
and tender herbs are lifted and 
are wintered in the greenhouse 
which adjoins the terrace on the 
west,

WASHINGTON, June 30. 


HE biggest bank in the world this week eelebrated its fifth birthday and 


thereby ‘achieved something of a: minor miracle. 


For it completed half a 


decade of operations conducted in strict accordance with orthodox banking 
prineiples—operations which, moreover, have yielded a profit—and yet is sO pop- 


ular that it has been called ‘‘the bank that nobody’s mad 


The institution which has performed this 
prodigy of lending a lot of money to a lot of 
people without making any enemies to speak 
of-is the International Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development, or to give it its popu- 
lar nickname, The World Bank.’ 

The bank opened for business June 25, 
1946. Since then it has granted 47 loans 
totaling $1,113,525,000 to 21 countries in all 
five of the continents, and has earned more 
than $60,000,000. 

The International Bank has accomplished 
something else, too, during its five years of 
operations, something: which is at least as 
important as lending money:. 

It has demonstrated that international 
eo-operation is pre-eminently possible and 
practical. : 

The bank is an intergovernmental institu- 
tion, Its “stockholders” are the 49 govern- 
ments which constitute its membership and 
which have subscribed its capital of almost 
$8,400,000,000, and it lends only to member 
governments or to private enterprises in 
member countries’ territories if and when the 
member government concerned guarantees re- 
payment. 

LOANS are granted for two major cate- 
gories of purposes: to repair devastation 
caused by World War II and to improve unde- 
veloped areas. 

The bank operates on a philosophy which 
is compounded of equal parts of realism and 
idealism. Its purpose, in the last analysis, 
is to help make a better world for tomorrow. 
Yet the bank goes about its efforts to serve 
this purpose in an extremely practical, hard- 
headed manner.: , ; 

“All our loans have been made under the 
eareful and, I think, wise conditions laid 
down at Bretton Woods (where the conference 
was held at which the bank was established).” | 
Eugene R. Black, the president of the bank, 
said not long ago: 

“We are required to make loans for pro- 
ductive purposes only. We cannot lend to a 
borrower who is able to get financing on 
reasonable terms elsewhere. Before we make 
a loan, we must assure ourselves that there 
is reasonable prospect of repayment.” 

The bank takes considerable pains to satis- 
fy itself on these points before it grants. any 
loans. Thus from its headquarters here— 
which, incidentally, are exceedingly -modest 
by the standards of most big private lending 
institutions—the bank sends out missions of 
experts who make exhaustive surveys of the 
whole national economies of. countries seek- 
ing loans. Only if these missions make fa- 
yorable reports, and only if other conditions 
are satisfied, is World Bank credit forth- 
coming. 

But while it is difficult to meet the bank’s 
eonditions for loans, it is not impossible to do. 
go, as the record proves. ) 

The bank has advanced  $393,100,000 for 
general reconstruction and development dur- 
ing its five years of operations, $282,000,000 
to improve transportation, $273,025,000 for 
electric power facilities, $89,000,000 for agri- 
culture, $42,100,000 for irrigation and flood 
control and $34,400,000 for communications. 

It has loaned $5,000,000 to Colombia to 

buy farm machinery, for example, $12,500,000 
to Finland to develop electric power for wood- 
working industries and limestone powder pro- 
duction and $2,700,000 to Yugoslavia for the 
purchase of equipment to increase timber 
production. 
- Fouf Dutch shipping companies have bor- 
rowed $12,000,000 from the bank to finance 
the purchase of six merchant vessels. Turkey 
has borrowed $16,400,000 for port develop- 
ment and the building of grain storage fa- 
cilities. An International Bank credit helped 
finance the construction, in France, of the 
first continuous hot-strip-steel-rolling mill on 
the continent of Europe.

greater expectation that they may attain to 
that vision, and that it is the function of the 
International Bank to help give people these 
things. The bank, these men have held, must 


be an instrument to serve, by the moégt real- 
istic of means, the most idealistic of ends, 
which is a better world for more human 
beings for tomorrow. 

“If people are freed from the deep-rooted 
conviction that, no matter what they do, they 
cannot prosper by their own efforts, they 
may show initiative in far greater abundance 
than we suspect they possess,” Black said in 
a speech in Chicago earlier this year. It is 


/part of the function of the bank to free men 


of this deep-rooted conviction, Black argues, 
and thereby to release their initiative. 

THE HOPE—and some measure of the 
present reality—of betterment are, moreover, 
essential to world peace and stability, Black 
further beliéves. 

“We cannot build a stable world out of na- 
tions whose populations are engaged in a 
tooth-and-nail struggle merely to keep them- 
selves alive,” he told a meeting of the United 
Nations Economie and Social Council in 
Santiago, Chile, a few weeks ago. 

“We can achieve stability only when men 
are loyal to the social order in which they 
live, and when that order provides an 
equitable sharing of rewards; so that men 
ean live as neighbors rather than as rivals 
for an insufficient share of the world’s 
goods.” 

The bank was conceived, with its twin in- 
stitution, the International Monetary Fund, at 
the Bretton Woods conference in 1944, when 
representatives of 44 nations met, at the in- 
vitation of the United States, to plan new 
methods of international economic and finan- 
cial co-operation for postwar era. 

It was clear that international institutions 
would be required to deal with the problems 
which the war would leave in its wake. No 
single country’s banking system and no single 
government,.no matter how rich and power- 
ful, would be able to°do all the things that 
would need to be done. 

The bank and the fund were created to 
help do these things. 

The fund was established to help stabiliz 
currencies; the bank, in the words of an of- 
ficial statement, “to promote the international 
flow of capital for productive purposes and to 
assist financing the rebuilding of devastated 
areas and the development of the resources 
of member nations.” _. 

To become a member of the bank, a nation 


must first become a member of the fund. Each |} 


institution now has 49 members, and several 
applications for membership are pending.

Mass Attacks by Russians? 
‘Superiority in Fire Power 
Needed by Western Forces.

N appraisal of the Korean war 
A ledger, from the first sudden entry 
~ ™ on dune 25, 1950 to date, reveals that 
the United States Army -has improved 
itself tremendously, that men are still 
more important than weapons and that 
the problem of defending Western Ku- 
rope in case of attack is a most pressing 
and perplexing one. 

The “brains” of the Army have been apply- 


possible to improve the Army as a fighting 
machine and also with the aim of projecting 
these lessons into the future field of battle 
should Russia begin a war in'Western Europe. 
At the same time, high Army planners are 
studying our newest weapons for possible im- 
provement. 

This article is: an attempt to summarize, 
without violating security, some of the top 
levél thinking as to the future defense of 
Europe. The conclusions, necessarily tenta- 
tive, are based, on conversations with some-of 
the officers involved in this task of evaluating 
new weapons and new experiences as well as 
on published and unpublished reports. 


IN KOREA the eight United States divi-

The enormous odds of 10 U.N. divisions, or 
even of 36, against 75 or 100 Russian divi- 
sions become even more imposing when con- 
sidered in the light of one of the most im- 
portant lessons of the Korean War—that 
poorly equipped but fanatical troops, al- 
though unsupported by artillery and tanks, 
can take heavy losses and go on to break 
through defending lines. Supported only by 
small mortars but equipped with a high per- 
centage. of sub machine guns that gave them 
more close-up fire power than our infantry, 
the Chinese and Korean Communists fre- 
quently have attained their objectives despite 
terrible losses. 

The Russians, known for their battering 
ram type of attacks in which they took 
heavy losses in World War II, also have 
a reputation for the hardships they can 
endure and the fanaticism they can display. 
In addition, they have the great advantage 
of three things that the Chinese have 
fought without: a tactical air force more 
closely linked to the ground troops than 
is customary in British or American forces; 
artillery more closely massed than in Brit- 
ish or American forces, and several divi- 
sions of airborne troops. 


Since a ragged horde of North Korean and 
Chinese Communist troops, traveling and 
supplied mostly by foot, have fought so 
tenaciously against our better equipped and 
supplied Army, it is,apparent that some bal- 
ancing factor must De found to counter the 
ominous potential of the Russian army in 
Europe.

Baldwin explained that one of these this- 
siles exploded over flat terrain might kill 
all exposed persons in three square miles. 


|Assuming an army division of 15,000 men 
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apon used to throw atomic artillery shells, 
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superiority and airborne troops can delay or 
prevent movement of reserves except in bad 
weather or at night. The attacker can con- 
centrate and ‘hide his movements in dark- 
ness. The defender is forced to move in a 
hurry and generally by routes known to the 
attacker. 


THE SPIRIT OF ATTACK, as well as the 
doetrine, is stressed in the American Army 
all the way from the Command and General 
Staff College down to the school of the 
squad. But the mass of the Russian jugger- 
naut is so imposing that great. emphasis is 
being put on the weapons with which the 
North Atlantic Treaty nations would oppose 
it. . 

Lacking the possibility of matching the 
manpower available to Soviet Russia, man for 
man, the thought is to achieve superiority in 
fire power. The problem, however, remains 
relative; fire power can compensate for in- 
ferior manpower only up to a point. Further- 
more, the emphasis must be on qualitative 
superiority in manpower—better trained 
troops—as well as in weapons, if a compen- 
sating factor is to be found for the masses 
of flesh upon which the Russian and satellite 
fighting forces depend. 

The proximity fused artillery shell, with 
an electronic trigger that explodes it just 
above the enemies’ heads, has smashed 
many an infantry mass attack. Napalm, 
the jellied gasoline “hell bomb” that 
or smothers everything within 150 yards of 
where it hits, has knocked out enemy 
tanks and strong points. So have rockets, 
the new 3.5-inch bazooka, and the recoil- 
less field pieces that range from 57 mil- 
limeters to 105. Mines have taken their 
toll, .particularly the non-metallic ones. 

But none of these weapons has made the 
tank obsolete nor returned the defense to 
its peak in World War I when machine 
guns and trenches held a front that ex- 
tended from Switzerland to the sea. Cam- 
ouflage, anti-aircraft guns, thicker armor, 
spaced armor, skillful leadership and the 
protection. afforded by darkness and bad 
weather have aided the attacker in mini- 
mizing. these weapons. 

There seems to be good reason for ex- 
pecting that a highly important new weap- 
on, which would.be of deadly use against

would occupy a front-line position about 10 
miles long by five in depth, or 50 square 
miles, he estimated that if the troops were 
evenly dispersed but not dug in there would 
be roughly 3000 casualties. 

But military men who look at the picture 
more optimistically reason this way: If war 
came and the Russians followed their stock 
tactics, they would be driving ahead in great 
spearheads of tanks closely followed by 
massed columns of infantry. They would 
be heavily concentrated in great depth for 
breakthroughs on narrow fronts. An atomic 
artillery shell, bomb or guided missile burst- 
ing over such a formation would have catas- 
trophic effect. (Other targets with maximum 
possibilities would be river crossings, beach- 


iheads, big supply dumps.and division or 


corps headquarters.) The sudden smashing 
of such a spearhead might well lead to such 
utter confusion that large numbers of the 
enemy would have to surrender, particularly 
if airborne troops were landed well to their 
rear. Total effect would be to force the Rus- 
sians to drop their mass tactics and adapt 


themselves to a continuous dispersal of units _ 


down to battalion or even company level. 

Russian regulars, bound together by iron 
discipline, with iuitiative long suppressed by 
absolute dependence on word from top levels, 
would find it infinitely harder to operate so 
dispersed than would American troops, it is 
believed. Russian communications also are 
likely to be inadequate. 


While a tactical] atomic missile would 
help in frustrating any Russian attempt to 
. take over Western Europe through a sur- 
prise blitzkrieg, it would ‘not provide a 
cheap and easy defense nor win a war, 
Army leaders emphasize. They want no 
more Maginot line complacency nor win- 
the-war-with-pushbuttons type of thinking. 
They believe well-trained men behind the 
best weapons, offensive strategy and offen- 
sive tactics, and blood, sweat and sacrifice 
are the winning cards. 
In seeking to hold these cards, the Army 


is making the most it can of points learned . 


—and sometimes relearned—the hard way in 
Korea. Some go back to Hannibal and some 
are new. They include the following: Troops 
lacking the proper training or softened by 
occupation duty in Japan were no match for 
their tough enemy in the opening phases of 
the war. In a rough backwoods country with 
few roads and many mountains, they were 
too dependent on wheels for mobility. Such 
terrain and scarcity of men led to columns 
moving without adequate’‘patrolling or mop- 
ping up of harassing forces hidden in rough 
ground on the flanks. For many weeks our 
troops were short in tanks, bazookas, proxim- 
ity fused shells and other supplies and equip- 
ment. They were unable to cope with the 
tactics of guerrillas and irregulars, partly 
because Army manuals and instructors had 
grossly neglected the problem. 


ONE BIG PROBLEM facing the Army is.

Two Scenes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispgtch: 

Just a few days ago, if you were 
atop the bluff just north of our little 
town, and looked either south, east or 
west, a beautiful scene lay before you. 

Looking across the rich fertile bot- 
tom lands, you would see vast fields of 
dark green corn, wheat fields of golden 
yellow, and plots of rich, green alfalfa. 
The southern boundary of this scene 
is the old Missouri river, with its over- 
hanging bluffs, along which runs the 
Missouri Pacific railroad. 

This particular bottom is two miles 
» wide, and extends’ west about five 
miles, and to the east about eight 
miles. It represents the yearly income 
of several hundred f ers, and this 
year their hopes were h. 

Then it happened. The Old Missouri 
had been swallowing the heavy rains 
that fell throughout the month of June 
in Missouri. But -when Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and part of Iowa became heavy con- 
tributors to the already full river, the 
result was that, instead of the rich 
crops, you are now confronted with a 
vast sea. From the MK&T bluffs on 
our north side to the Missouri Pacific 
bluffs south of the river, the expanse 
of water is now three or more miles 
wide. , 

The MK&T ran its last trains 
through here the other day. 

Radio reports on the weather and 
river conditions kept the inhabitants 
informed, so that all livestock and peo- 
ple themselves had been moved out to 
higher ground before the flood. 

When you realize that the scene I 
have described here, applies to a simi- 
lar territory from St. Joseph to the 
mouth of the river, you can then imag- 
ine the damage caused by our Old Mis- 
souri. 

This is the fifth or sixth repeat per- 
formance of destruction in the past 10 
years. 

Just as soon as the scene changes, 

ou will find the river bottom farmers 

ack in there pitching, and hoping that 
next time the Big Missouri will let 
them have their crops. :

No Housing Shortage 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your. publication of Howard God- 
win’s letter on rent control and social- 
ized housing was bound to bring the 
flood of letters you must have re- 
ceived atid published, in part, on 
June 27. 

Obviously there are many more sup- 
porters of rent contro] than there are 
of uncontrolled rents. These potential 
votes are the reason why the politi- 
cians are afraid to let rent control die. 

Actually, however, regardless of the 
demand for housing, there is no hous- 
ing shortage. In the City of St. Louis, 
where the demand seems to be great- 
est, the Bureau of Census figures show 
that from 1940 to 1950, our population 

‘increased from 816,000 to 850,000. 
That’s 34,000 people. At the same time 
the number of occupied dwellings in- 
creased from 234,000 to 250,000. That’s 
16,000 more dwelling units, rental or 
owner occupied. 

In other words, for every two addi- 
tional persons who moved here there 
was an increase of almost one dwelling. 
Does this spell housing shortage? No. 

There is simply a demand for hous- 
ing under controls beéause it is a bar- 
gain as compared with uncontrolled 
housing. 

It doesn’t take much imagination to 
picture the situation if any other com- 
modity, for instarice automobiles, had 


been kept under controls continuously - 
since 1 


942. 

There would be an enormous de- 
mand for cars under ceilings estab- 
lished in 1942. I wonder how long labor 
would have permitted wages to be con- 
trolled on all those working before 1942 
while new workers were permitted to 
seek any wage the market would bear. 

At first rent control was extended 


1945 and 1946. Now, with “For Rent” 
and “For Sale” signs easily found, peo- 
ple still cry about the “housing short-

This scheme to put a strait-jacket on the 
income tax has been kicking around for a long 
time. It was first proposed in Congress in 1938, 
but the House Judiciary Committee thought 
nothing of it and the resolution died there. The 
lobbyists who took on the assignment -of get- 
ting it through then took it to the state cap- 
itals, where they could work with less notice. 

They put over their first memorialization 
resolution in a state tegislature in 1939. Wyo- 
ming was their first victim. 

Just how far advanced the idea is now only 
a careful check at all of the 48 state capitols 
would show. Illinois, Wisconsin and Arkansas 
joined the silent parade in 1943. Two years 
later, according to the records of the Public 
Administration Clearing House in Chicago, 
these three states took back their approval. 
Some of the states which—so this compilation 
shows—have approved and not rescinded are: 
Michigan, - Mississippi, Maine, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Delaware, Indiana, New Jer- 
sey, Nebraska and Louisiana. 

Kentucky caught on fast. Its legislators ap- 
proved the scheme in one session in 1944 and 
then took it back in a special session later in

Who wants this amendment? 

The best answer is that its leading sponsors

A Hard Look at Ourselves 


In a series of statements, Government of- 
ficials are warning fellow citizens not to slacken 
their defense effort because of hope of peace in 
Korea. This looks like a concerted campaign 
to keep the hation’s guard up. It should be. 

Americans have seemed to have a penchant 


for shrugging away military success. Every 


war, and every victory, has been followed by 
immediate: and total demobilization. Nowhere 


was the pell-mell rush to get back to business 


as usual more disgraceful than after World War 
IT, nor the consequences more dangerous. 
Within four years after winning that great 
war, the most powerful nation was hard pressed 
to defeat the aggression of a minor Soviet 


_ satellite in Korea. Only in a supreme test of 


national resiliency did America succeed in put- 


- ting 2,000,000 more men in uniform, expanding 


arms production and finally halting aggression 


- jn its own blood. 


Yet just at this point President Truman, Sec- 
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There will always be floods, but-they de not 
need to be as largely uncontrolled and destruc- 


tive as the one which is now moving down. the... 
Missouri river. More than half a million acres. 
. Of .rich farmland have already been inundated’ 


in Missouri and Kansas, the crop loss is esti- 


_ mated in the millions, and hundreds of families ~ 
have been forced to flee from their homes. . 


Meanwhile, the worst is yet to come. _ 
Flood control on the Missouri is particularly 


costly because the river is so big and ram- - 


bunctious, because it wanders through so much 
territory, and because so much of the territory 
it wanders through is sparsely settled. Accord- 
ingly, if the cost of flood control works is to be 
kept within reasonable bounds, which can be 
justified to Congress and to the other States 
of the Union, these works must be built without 
waste—every dollar spent must buy a dollar’s 
worth of flood control. 

The makeshift program which the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau, princip- 
ally, are now carrying out in the Missouri basin 
under the name of “Pick-Sloan Plan,” does not 
buy a dollar’s worth for every dollar spent. 
The agencies have agreed on a mutual silence 
respecting each other’s wastefulness in their 
haphazardly-thrown-together program. The over- 


-lappings and duplications of management which 


are the bane of “Pick-Sloan” are wasteful in the 
planning and construction stages and will be 
wasteful year in and yedr out in the opera- 
tional stage, if the fallacy of hydra-headed man- 
agement is allowed to continue that far. 

Pick-Sloan is running into difficulty in getting 
appropriations through Congress. One of these 
days, if a more sensible kind of management is 
not set up meanwhile, members of Congress 
from the states outside the Missouri valley 
are likely to conclude that if this region has 
still not achieved flood control with the many 
millions that have been poured into it, pouring 
in more would be futile. 

That is why these floods of the summer of 
1951 say to the people of Missouri, and Mon- 
tana, Colorado and North Dakota and all the 
rest of the vast Missouri valley: 

Flood control must be achieved in a better 
planned manner, and with a better use of public 
funds, and under a more coherent management, 
than it is being sought now under Pick-Sloan. 

Creation of 4 Missouri Valley Authority as a 
unified agency of management to handle this - 
momentous undertaking is of the first order of 
urgency. Pick-Sloan and a project left partly ; 
uncompleted because too much money was 
wasted on it along the way: or MVA and a 
project fulfilled because every dollar was made 
to count—that is the choice ‘as the floodwaters 
once again rampage down the Big Muddy in 
June and July of 1951. 
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Nobody Asked for Generosity 


Senator Taft set the tone of the price control 
fiasco when he declared that the Senate, in per- 
mitting the existing beef price rollback to stand, 
was “being very generous tothe Administration.” 


Generous to the Administration? Nobody 
asked the Senate to be generous, or otherwise, 
to President Truman, Eric Johnston or Michael 
V. DiSalle. Senator Taft and many of his col- 
leagues apparently are so preoccupied with the 
political aspects of their contest with the Ad- 
ministration that it does not even occur to them 
that somewhere, somehow, the public welfare 
ought to enter the equation. 

Nor is “generosity” from the Senate asked 
by the public. What the public asks is an even 
break. The inflationary pressures which arise 
from the defense program, and which will be 
intensified as production gains speed in the 
months ahead, are not of the consumer’s making. 
He is, indeed, making a great contribution to 
the control of these pressures by paying much 
heavier taxes, changing his credit buying habits, 
and downgrading many of the things he buys. 


All he asks is what he has a right to ask~ 
that for the period of extreme pressure to come, 
direct wage and price controls also play their 
full part in combating inflation. 

The Senate has turned down this plea for an 
essentially fair sharing of sacrifices by passing 
a bill which will make stabilization of the cost 
of living difficult, if not impossible. Fortun- 


ately, there is one more ‘chance, though it looks _ 


like a thin one, to get a better law. The House, 
by freezing present price ceilings for 31 days, 
has. succeeded in putting through a temporary 
extension of the existing law. If the public 
makes its wishés clear, the Senate may be 
induced to retreat somewhat.

A Governor With Courage

Veto by Illinois executive of Broyles- Young anti-subversion bill says 
that protection of reputation of innocent citizens is responsibility 
of the state along with apprehension of traitors; message says 
loyalty . inquisitidns belong in police state, not in our democracy. 


From a Veto Message by Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois 


An attempt to override Gov. Steven- 
son’s veto of the Broyles-Young bill failed, 
30-to-19, in the Illinois Senate, where it 
had passed, 34-to-15. Thirty-four votes 
were needed to overcome the veto. Sena- 
tor T. Mac Downing (Rep.), Macomb, re- 
versed his vote and supported the veto. 
He did so, he said, because of the argu- 
ment that the bill upset criminal laws. 


I-can see nothing but grave peril to the 
reputations of innocent people in perpetu- 
ation of rumors and hearsay. When we 
already have sedition laws, I see more 
danger than safety in radical change in 
the administration of criminal justice. 

Substantive provisions in the bill are 
intended to assure the loyalty of the 
employes of the state government. 

All agencies of government must estab- 
lish procedures to ascertain that there are 
no reasonable grounds to believe that any 
applicant for employment is committed, 
by act or teaching, to the overthrow of the 
government by force. 

Thus, one who wishes to work for the 
state or to teach in a school must himself 
carry the burden of proving the absence 
of any reasonable grounds for belief that 
he is subversive or | 
even belongs to a 
subversive organiza- 
tion. The bill does 
not even require 
that the applicant 
for employment 
know the purpose 
of such an organi- 
zation. 

Pravisions as. to 
those already em- 
ployed also shift the 
burden of proof to 
the employe. With 
all “aod multitude at 
employing agencies 
throughout the state, Gov. Stevenson 
each establishing its own rules and pro- 


cedures for the enforcement of these pro-" 


visions, it igs easy to see what variations 
there might be and what possibilities for 
discrimination. 


Danger to Public Service : 


By such provisions. as these, irreparable 
injury to the reputation of innocent per- 
sons is more than a possibility, it is a like- 
lihood. If this bill became law, it would 
be only human for employes to play safe 
and shirk duties which might bring upon 
them resentment or criticism. We cannot 
afford to make public ap prt vulner- 
able to malicious charges of disloyalty. 

So far as the employers are concerned 
—heads of departments and of schools 


and so on—the only safe policy would be . 


timid employment practices which could 


only result in a lowering of the level of 


ability. ° 

Lastly, the bill provides that a candidate 
for public office, other than for 
which an oath is prescribed by the Con- 
stitution, shall file an affidavit that he is 
not a subversive person. The Attorney 
General informs me that, despite the 
exception made, this requirement is of 
dubious constitutionality. ’ . 


No Value Against Traitors 


Does anyone seriously think that a real 
traitor will hesitate to sign a loyalty 
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loyal, as they have amply demonstrated. 
To question, even by implication, the 
loyalty and devotion of a large group of 
citizens is to create an atmosphere of 
suspicion which is neither justified, 
healthy nor consistent with our traditions. 


Legislation of this type, in Illinois and 
elsewhere, is the direct result of the men- 
acing gains of Communism in Europe and 
Asia. But it would be unrealistic, if not 
naive, to assume that such legislation 
would be effective in combating Com- 
munist’ treachery in America. Such state 
laws -have nowhere uncovered a single 
case of subversive disloyalty. 

Basically, the effect of this legislation, 
then, will be less the detection: of subver- 
sives anid more the intimidation of honest 
citizens. But we cannot suppress thought 
and expression and preserve the freedoms 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights. That is 
our dilemma. 

In time of danger we seek to protect 
ourselves from sedition, but in doing so 
we imperil the very freedoms we seek 
to protect, just as we did in the evil at- 
mosphere of the alien and sedition laws. 
To resolve the dilemma we will agree that 
in the last analysis the Republic must be 
protected at all costs, or there will be no 


‘freedoms to preserve or even regain. 


Search for Illusory Safety 


But if better means of protection al- 
ready exist, then surely we should not 
further imperil the strength of freedom 
in search of illusory safety. 

We must fight traitors with laws. We 
already have the laws. We must fight 
falsehood and evil ideas with truth and 
better ideas. We have ‘hem in plenty. 

But we must not confuse the two. Laws 
infringing our rights and intimidating un- 
offending persons without enlarging our 
security will neither catch subversives nor 
win converts. And in the long run evil 
ideas can be counteracted not by laws but 
only by better ideas.

Neutral Zone Needed. 


. In case of a cease fire there 
must be a neutral zone between 
the hostile armies to prevent ac- 
cidental conflict between indi- 
viduals. One solution would be 
for each side to withdraw until 
they are out of artillery range. 
This would provide for a néutral 
zone of about 10 miles. 

It can be expected, however, 
that the United Nations com- 
mander will demand a Chinese 
and North Korean withdrawal of 
at léast 20 miles. This is neces- 
sary because the _ thirty-eighth 
parallel is not a defensible line

Koreans has been so poor that 
both Gen. MacArthur and Gen. 
Ridgeway have discouraged pro- 
posals to increase their strength. 
They have fled in panic numerous 
times, leaving enough equipment 
on the field to arm 10 enemy 
divisions. 

Lack of Leadership. 

The major problem of the 
South Korean forces has been 
lack of responsible and self-sacri- 
ficing leadership. The long Jap- 
anese occupation gave the Ko- 
reans little chance for training 
in leadership. Like many Asiatics, 
the Korean in authority is more 
apt to think of his own prereq- 
uisites and the importance of his 
position than of his responsibil- 
ity. 

One solution would be to offi- 
cer the Korean forces with Amer- 
ican officers as we did the Philip- 
pine scouts after the war with 
Spain.

In view of the mutual suspi- 
cions of the good faith on each 
side it will be difficult to provide 
adequate assurances that hostili- 
ties may not be resumed if it 
were to the advantage of one or 
the other. 

The political settlement will be 
a long drawn-out process, unless 
the Soviet Union is genuinely 
anxious to dispel the tensions 
their aggressions have aroused.

The law now simply requires an 
officer to «ewear that: he is not, 
at the time of oath, a member of 
the Communist party and does 
not subscribe to forcible over- 
throw of the Government. 

This, McGrath said, should be 
changed to cover the oath-taker’s 
“status and beliefs, not only as of 
the present time, but also for the 
year previous to the date upon 
which he signs his affidavit.” 


The Justice Department has*in- 
vestigated 20 suspect affidavits 
on the theory that the union offi- 
cer involved got out of the party 
only long enough to take the oath.

Bill was the man who 
talked Don Barnes into inter- 
esting associates in purchasing 
the Browns from the Ball es- 
tate. Barnes knew nothing about 
the baseball business, so Bill 
actually ran the ball club: Char- 
ley moved in as traveling secre- 
tary, but he stayed in the in- 
surance business. The DeWitts 
were never too busy to pass up 
any new enterprise. They went 
into the concession. business. 
They acquired agency rights to 
Lustron houses. They have 
many other irons in the fire. 

Details of the transaction 
with Veeck probably won't be 
made public. We've heard that 
the DeWitts are to get $8.75 up 
to $11 for their 156,000 shares 
and $7 a share for an additional 
block of 5000. At a compromise 
figure of $9 a share, which 
seems to be reasonable, for the 
controlling stock, the DeWitts 
will DF iy: eceive $1,404,000, plus 
$35, for the 5000 shares. 

After paying off the Ameri- 
can League and the Dick Muck- 
erman note, purchased by Mark 
Steinberg, the DeWitts will 
have about $539,000 left.- And 
after paying capital gains taxes, 
they'll still be able to bank be- 
tween $200,000 and $250,000 
each. That doesn’t.make them 
millionaires, but that isn’t hay 
either. Certainly it is riches, to 
boys who sold soda pop and 
umpired ball games for half a 
buck.

HE farmer, by the very nature of his business, must be 
an optimist. How else would he withstand the trials of 
drouth, flood, pest and disease with which he must con- 
stantly contend in turning out food for the world? He must 
also be, it seems to me, a 
perverse fellow, willing to 
wrestle with the elements in 
the constant battle to prove 
that he can produce crops 
despite every handicap. In:a 
wet spring there may be just 
one or two days when it dries 
out enough for oats sowing, 
and it is a matter of pride 
and personal satisfaction to 
get the oats in on those one 
= or two days. During a dry 
x summer you'll see him riding 
.\\) the cultivator through the 
corn, keeping a fine surface 
‘ mulch to preserve what little 
moisture remains in the soil. 
For he has long ago found out 
. that. there are few “breaks” 
in this business of tilling the 
land except those he makes 
for ‘himself. 

There are tpee. however, 
when no amount of ingenuity can overcome ‘the handicap 
of weather, that unpredictable force which ig still beyond 
the control of men. And thus it has been in Our valley this 
summer. Our first hay cutting, as this column ‘has reported, 
Was a constance race with the rains.

@ LAST WEEK we had more hay and our 10 acres of oats 
ready for cutting. There was-some discussion about the latter 
as to whether we should mow and bale the crop or cut it 
with the binder and thresh it. But the final decision favored 
mowing, because oats make excellent feed when cut in the 
milk stage and this would make unnecessary the long and 
laborféus chore of threshing. So early in the week we got 
in touch with Bobby Eye, who does our baling, and he said 
he’d move in on Thursday. With this promise we put a new 
sickle in the mower and went to work. And since we 
wanted to have as much hay ready for the baler as possible, 
we asked Bess Williams to lend us his tractor and one 
of his boys to drive it. ‘ 
x oR * ; 
Rain fell again Tuesday night, but not enough 

to be too discouraging, and by Wednesday afternoon 

things had dried out so that we were back ir the 

fields, The oats in the little bottem field, which is 

seeded to ladino clover, had made a particularly fine 

growth. Heads and straw were both unusually heavy 

and the stand in places stood a full four and a half 

feet sigh. We were-sorry, in a way, that we weren’t 

threshing the oats so that we might have a record of 

the yield per acre; yet satisfied with the volume of 

feed they’d make if we could get them into the barn 

without too much rain.

@ IT WAS LATE when I started, and I was soon mowing 
in the dusk. But mowing goes swiftly when you can cut a 
field in one big land, and I'd nearly finished when Ginnie 
drove down the hill with Mike and Chipper, to know what 
time she could plan on having supper. I made the last rounds, 
noting with satisfaction the glow of sunset in the western 
sky, the heavy swatchs which the mower had left, and the 
fine stand of young clover in the stubble. 
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But good things never last long in a rainy season. 
During the night we were. awakened by a wind 
bending the branches of the sugar maples in the yard. 
We hurried outdoors te gather in the cushions and 
then closed the windows, just as a hard thunderstorm 
whipped in from the southwest. That meant Bobby 
Eye wouldn’t finish his baling out at Belgrade and 
also that we wouldn’t be able to rake before Friday.

Because wherever Bill 
Veeck goes, baseball takes on an entirely new aspect. Known as the man with 
the pink hair, he is also the man with the: golden: touch, 


He is the man who, back in 
the early forties, bought the 
Milwaukee Brewers the day be- 
fore they were going inte bank- 
ruptcy and with a combination 
of vaudeville and good baseball 
turned them into a pennant- 


winning team which broke box ~’ 


office records. 


He is the same man who took 
over the Cleveland Indians and 
with the same tactics raised the 
annual attendance from less 
than half a million to two and 
a half million and won a world 
series. 

He is a man dedicated to the 
principle that baseball can be 
fun and still be good baseball, 
and when Bill Veeck takes over 
the line_which divides an ordi- 
nary baseball game from an 
impromptu performance of 
Helzapoppin’ is often invisible 
to the naked eye. 


In Milwaukee they still talk 
about the stunts he pulled, the 
screwball band composed of ball 
players which entertained the 
crowd; the prizes he used to give 
away, such as a sway- backed 
horse, a flock of pigeons, a 1000- 
pound cake of ice, and of how he 
staged the first morning baseball 
games for war plant swing shift 
workers and even served them 
breakfasts of cornflakes, dough- 
nuts and coffee as they came into 
the park.

Talent for Obscurity 
As Well as Acting

AVID WARFIELD had been in retirement from the stage 
Dz years when he died last Wednesday. It is not:too

2 OLLYWOOD’S silent Swede wants to talk again—but only on 


the screen. 


After a decade of professional inactivity Greta Garbo, 
now 45, is moving toward a comeback. 

The secrecy that traditionally shrouds her makes it impossible 
to say that she will start work on a certain date, but that she yearns 
to act again is certain. She recently signed with a new agent, high- 
powered Charles Feldman. He has represented her in talks with 


several studios. 


In the last few months, says Feldman, Garbo has become “very 
anxious to do a picture that is right for her, Scripts are being 
submitted to her at the rate of one a week.” 


The best bet is that she will re- 
turn to her old studio, MGM, 
where she made more than a score 
of films between 1926 and 1941. 
Production Chief Dore Schary and 
Author John Gunther are tailor- 
ing a story especially for her. 

Meanwhile, the tall, angular 
girl who came here unheralded 
25 years ago and blossomed into 
a living legend of the screen 
remains as remote as ever. 

Despite her self-imposed se- 
clusion and long absence from 
the. screen, Garbo is still the in- 
ternational favorite of millions. 
Her old films have had frequent 
revivals. In Hollywood, she is 
still the paragon with whom all 
other actresses are compared. 

Why husky-voiced Greta shuns 
contact with any but a chosen 
few is a question she has never 
satisfactorily answered. It is a 
paradox that by dodging public- 
ity she has become one of the 
most publicized women of the 
world. 

Garbo lives alone, sheltered 
from intrusion by high walls 
around her home, She sees only 
a handful of intimates who form 
a sort of royal bodyguard. 

To the public she’s a. phantom. 
Occasional news stories report 
she has popped up in Paris, or 
maybe it’s Rome or Arizona, 
traveling incognito. 

Candid photos over the years 
present surprising similarities. 
They show a gaunt, stringy-haired 
woman, her face shielded by a 
floppy hat and dark glasses. The 
usual garb is slacks and low- 
heeled shoes. Sometimes it's a 
long coat with the collar up- 
turned, The figure seems lone- 
ly and pathetic. 

Garbo has been idle so long her 
magic is but a memory to most of

HE taxi driver sent his cab

“Yeah,” he announced with ob- 
vious relish, “they say Big Ed left 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,008 sure. 
Only now they can’t find it. His 
widow’s burned up plenty. I guess 
she’s huntin’ all over for the 
dough. Ain’t that sumpin’? Ed 
never made no money like that as 
mayor, that’s for sure. Heck no. 
Well, it just does to show ya...” 

The cabbie isn’t the only one 
who is amused. All Chicago is 
titillated by the day-to-day un- 
foldment of a real life treasure 
hunt with faint musical comedy 
overtones. It’s a lavish production 
and you might call it “The Mys- 
tery of Mayor Kelly’s Missing 
Millions.” ¢ 

The spectators can’t be sure 
any millions are really «missing. 
But sometimes it almost seems 
as if Ed Kelly was back again 
raising the roof at city hall. The 
show’s as good as that, 

Edward Joseph Kelly had come 
a long way when he collapsed and 
died last Oct. 20 at the age of 74. 
Growing up “back of the yards,” 
the oldest of a city cop’s nine 
children, he lugged beer pails, 
peddled papers, washed windows, 
and became a bundle boy at Mar- 
shall Field’s. Six feet two inches 
tall and endowed with the kind 
of energy that allowed him to 
smile, slap backs and tell Irish 
stories for 20 hours at a stretch, 
the beefy boy with the curly red- 
dish hair punched his way thorugh 
the jungle of Chicago ward 
politics. 

He was mayor from 1933 to 
1947, longer than any other man. 
As executive partner of the-much 
criticized Kelly-Nash machine, he 
was a power in the election of 
presidents—just like Frank Hague 
in Jersey City, Ed. Crump. in 
Memphis and Tom Pendergast in 
Kansas City. 

“In politics you run the ma- 
chine or it runs you,” Big Ed al- 
ways said. “I run the machine.” 

In addition to running the ma- 
chine, it now develops, Kelly also 
made quite a bit of money. Chi- 
cagoans always suspected as much 
even though the mayor's salary 
never exceeded $18,000 a year. 
And if Big Ed wasn’t a million- 
aire he certainly seemed to live 
like one.

There used 
to be a town house -which His 
Honor gave to the Catholic arch- 
diocese.

Somewhere ir 
the foggy past there had been a 
mansion in Arizona which Big Ed 
bought in an idle moment and 
finally sold because he and the 
missus never even got down there 
once. Then there was the big 
farm in Cicero, Ill., the modern 
ranch with the swimming pool at 
Palm Springs, Calif., and the 
roomy corner apartment in Chi- 
cago’s ritzy Ambassador East Ho- 
tel, with a gorgeous view across 
Laké Michigan, 

In his daily living Big Ed 
wasn't exactly a piker. He owned 
five cars and a boat. He was 
accustomed to the services of but- 
lers and many maids. His tailored 
suits cost $260 each and he had 
a closet full of them. When he 
and Mrs. Margaret Kirk Kelly (he 
called ‘her “Ma”) went on a train 
they always went in two. bed- 
rooms. His three adopted chil- 
dren received the kind. of leisure- 
ly -education Big Ed once never 
knew to exist. It was rumored 
that he invested heavily, starting 
many years ago, in gilt-edged 
securities and real estate, and that 
he had had an interest in many a 
business deal. After he left the 
mayor’s office hé opened an office 
in the Civic Opera building as a 
consulting engineer and told “Ma”’ 
he had more than he 
could handle. . 

So Chicago taxpayers knew that 
when Ed retired from office after 
54 years on the payroll he 
was hardly uced to selling 
pretzels on street corners.

She spent the years quietly rear- 
ing her children, rarely stepping 
into the limelight until the last 
war when Big Ed turned his town 
into a, service man’s utopia and 
Mrs. Ed was in charge of 2000 
hostesses, everyone certified as to 
character by each girl’s pastor. 
What riled Mrs. Kelly and her 
friends perhaps the most was the 
empty shoe box found in one of 
Ed’s safe deposit boxes, none of 
which, incidentally, turned up a 
single greenback. Mr. Kelly, said 
his friends, was not the type to 
rent a bank vault in which to store 
an empty shoe box and all Chi- 
cago agreed. Nevertheless, the 
shoe box was subject of a grave 
inquiry by the newspapers.

After Big Ed teamed up sol- 
idly with Boss Patrick A. Nash, 
a sewer contractor, the high life 
of the sanitary district calmed 
somewhat.

“Know- 
ing the man as I did over the 
years I was certainly very sur- 
prised that there was virtually no 
cash.” 

Kelly says she is con- 
vinced that the mayor was a silent 
partner in various business tran- 
sactions. His associates in these 
deals, she suggests, might shed 
considerable light on the fate of 
his fortune. So far, no such 
associates have turned up. 


What kind of deals was the - 


mayor interested in? . 

“Legitimate deals,” says Mrs. 
Kelly with some emphasis. ‘ 

Co-Executor Mulcahy, an attor- 
ney and former head of the Chi- 
cago OPAx doesn’t think Big Ed 
was a multi-millionaire. He says 
his search of Kelly’s downtown 
office safe brought forth no piles 
of cash. The inventory, as filed 
in court, jibes with Kelly’s in- 
come tax returns, he says. And 
he opines that Big Ed was “too 
circumspect” to risk income tax 
trouble a second time. 

Meanwhile, the hunt shifted 
briefly to Eagle River, Wis., 300 
miles north of Chicago, and the 
“House of Cellaigh.” Mrs. Kelly 
wanted to sell it, but the state of 
Wisconsin wanted to make haste 
slowly. One of its tax experts 
told the Vilas County circuit 
court that the true value of the 
estate might not have been 
shown. He pointed specifically to 
a 2500-pound safe on the property 
with its rusty door that nobody 
had been able to open. 

A flurry of briefs, motions and 
injunctions followed. As Chicago 
readers followed the case breath- 
lessly in their papers, a sale of 
the. estate was first announced, 
then called off and then’ an- 
nounced again. Mrs. Kelly threat- 
ened that if the big safe were 
opened on her property without 
her presence it would be “just too 
bad.” 


Said she: “It is ridiculous to 
search around the home for addi- 
tional assets or go spading around 
the grounds. The place to look 
for those assets-is in Chicago. 
That’s where they will be found.

For Barbecue Pits

ON’T make the mistake of letting summer's casual, care- 
‘free living become careless, For instance, just because 
much of your entertaining these days may center around 
the barbecue pit is no excuse for chin 


wear and tear on your prized 
possessions, many are less 
expensive than you might 
expect. 

A practical barbecue ad- 
junct is a wooden board, 
grooved to hold wooden- 
handled barbecue tools. The 
rack has a rope handle so 
that it may be hung near 
grill or pit. There are, of 
course, all kinds of mitts and 
long-handled tools to save 
scorched fingers. One has a 

} bamboo handle, with a con- 
eealed spear which can be extended for shishkabob. 


A dual-purpose device is a garden hurricane stick of 
green metal which may be inserted in the soil at any de- 
gired spot. On one side of the stick is a bracket holding a 
hurricane lamp; on the opposite side a tray for drinks or 
snacks. Less elaborate garden coasters keep a glass or bottle 
at convenient level, well out of the way of ground insects,

You will find a wicker garden basket both 
pretty and useful. It has a center handle, with.a 
basket in which to tote supplies on one side; spaces 
to hold bottles on the other.

And there, to their intense surprise, they 
recognized some of the famous burning phrases of the 
Declaration! Further study showed conclusively that 
this was Thomas Jefferson’s own earliest draft.

TWO YEARS Tommy Byrne, the 
k Yankee pitcher, baffled the 
Detroit Tigers. It seemed that 
all he had to do to beat Detroit was 
walk on the field.

Byrne had won 11 games from De- 
troit when the Tigers’ loud-mouthed 
little third base coach went to work 
on him one day last August. 
@ “Hey, you!” Bartell shouted as 


Byrne wound up that day. “You'll 


never find the plate!” 
@ Byrne threw a fast ball. 
“Ball one!” the umpire shouted. 

“Yah! Yah! Yah!” yelled Bartell. 
“IT told you so!” 

That was the beginning of the end 
for Byrne. He walked the first bat- 
ter. Four innings later he was cool- 
ing off in the showers. And that 
ended his reign over the Tigers! 

Scenes like this have won for 45- 
year-old Richard William Bartell a 
reputation as “the noisiest man in 
the majors” — Leo Durocher not ex- 
cepted.
